Curious Discover v. — In 1834, a sub- 
terranean Indian village was discovered 
in Nacooche valley, in Georgia, by gold 
miners, wliilst e.xcavaiing a canal for the 
purpose of wa.sbiiig gold. The depth to 
whicli it is coveren varies from seven 
to nine feet; some ol the houses are 
imbedded in a s ralum of lich auriferous 
gravel They are thirty. four in numbei 

iiuilt of logs iVom six to ten inches in di- 
ameter, anil from ten lo twelve feet in 
length. rite walls are from 3 to 6 feel 
10 lieigh', forming a continuous line or 
.street of 300 feet. The logs are hewed 
and notched as at the present day The 
land beneath which they were found, 
was covered, at the first lelileineni by 
the whites, with a heavy growth of tim- 
lier, denoting the great antiquity of 
those buildings, and a powerful cause 
which sabmerged tbein. Cdhe basket* 
and fragments of earlbenware were 
soniiil ill the rooms. 1 he houses are 
fitiiated from fiftv lo one hundred yards 
from the principle channel ol the cieek. 

\ great number of curious specimens ol 
wot kmansbip have been found in silua- 
lioiis ivtiich preclude the possibility of 
llieir having been moved for more than 
1000 yaars; among these, half a cruci- 
ble, of the capacity of nearly a gallon 10 
feet below the surface and immediately 
beneath a larke oak tree, whicli meas- 
ured 6 feet in diameter, and must have 
been 4 or 500 years old. — The soil i* 
diluvial, or what might be termed table 
land. The slratam of quartz gravel in 
which the vessel was imbedded, is about 
2 feel in thickness resting on decompo- 
sed chlorite slate It is not diflicult to 
account for 'he deposile of those sub- 
stances in an alluvial soil; for the hills 
are generally very high and precipitous 
and from the immense quantity of rain 
which falls, the streams are swollen lo 
a great height, sweeping every thing 
withthem, and frequently forming a de- 
posite of several feet in teickness in a 
season. A vessel resembling a bouble 
mortar was found in Duke's creek a- 
bout inches in diameter, and the ex- 

cavation on each side nearly an inch in 
depth, bason like, and perfectly polish- 
ed. It wns made out of quartz, which 
had been semi-transpaieni, but had be- 
come stoined with tha iron which abound 



in quantity i„ „|| ||,j cuuniry. lu (be 
bottom of each basin was a small depres- 
sion, half an inch in depth and about 
(he simie in diameter. What its use 
could lia,e been, is dilliculi lo conjee 
lure. I'he liigi, tinisli, and its exact di- 
mensions, induce the belief that ■! i* t),r 
production of a more civilized people 
than the present lace of Indians.

The malaria has but travalledj 
in the parts won by the destroyer. More 
than eighteen centuries have mourned j 
over tho loss of tho empire. A morali 
disease was upon her before Caisar had 
crossed the Rubicon, and Brutus did not 
restore her liealth by the deep probings, 
of the Senate chamber. The Goths and 
Vandals, and Huns, the swarms of the 
north, completed only what was begun at 
home.

Nature presents her 
eternal barrier on every side, to check 
the wantonness of ambition. And Swit- 
zerland remains with her simple institu- 
tions, a military road toclimates scarcely 
worth a pe manent possession, and pro- 
tected by tha jealousy of her neighbors. 

We stand the latest, and if we fall, 
probably the last example of self govern, 
ment by the people. We have begun it 
under circumstances of the most auspi- 
cious naiure. We are in the vigor of 
youth. Our growth has never been 
checked by tho oppression of tyranny. 
Our constituents never have been enfee- 
bled by the vices or luxuries of the 
world. 

Such as we are, we have been from tho 
beginning; simple, hardy, intelligent, ac- 
customed to self-government and self-re- 
spect. The Atlantic rolls between us and 
a formidable foe. Within our own terri 
tory, stretching through many degrees of 
latitude wo have the choice of many pro- 
ducts. and many means of independence. 
The gevernment is mild. The press is 
fred. Religion is free. Knowledge reach 
es, or may roach every home. What 
fairer prospects of success could be pre- 
sented? VVliat more is necessary than 
far the people to preserve what they 
themselves have created. 

Already has the age caught the spirit 
of our institutions. It has asended the 
the Andes, and snuffed the breezes of 
both oceans.

Mr Clay's Land Bill — The Observer 
of yesterday, thus announces the proba- 
ble fate of Mr Clay’s favorite measure 
upon which we congraiulaio the coun- 
try: 

“We perceive hy the proceedings of 
Congres.s, that the Committee on Public 
Lands, of which Mr. Walker is Chair- 
man, in the Senate, to whom Mr Clay’s 
Land Bill was referred, has reported 
with an amendment, striking out the 
whole bill, save the enacting danse, and 
substituting another, w hich restricts the I 
sales of the Public lands to actual set- 
tlers, and to them in small quantiiies. — 
This is another evidenee of the extent to 
which party feeling and prejudice carry 
men. This measure of Mr. Clay has 
passed both houses of Congress nnce hy 
very large majorities, and the President 
put It in his pocket and failed to return 
in before the adjournment, thereby 
preventing its becoming a law — Many 
of his own ]>oliiical friends voted for it, 
and it was thought by the statesmen of 
the day t» be one of the most magnifi- 
cent schemes of public policy, that has 
been introduced into Congress for years 
But its great defect consisted in having 
Mr. Clay as its author, and hence Geo 
Jackson’s violent opposition to it. This 
feeling ol hostility to a great rneasuie, 
because it emanated from a parentage 
that he did not like, the President has 
succeeded in imparling to his lollowers; 
and those who were once most clam- 
morons for its passage, have now shift- 
ed as if touched hy a Magician’s wand. 
The honest portion of the peojde ol all 
parties cannot but view this n.HUer with 
inexpressible feelings of indignation and 
contempt.”

was given by a Convention held by the 
people themselves, in their primary ca- 
pacity, and as the act of Congress does 
not say whether such assent must he 
given by a Convention called by act of 
the Territorial Legislature or by the aii- 
ihoriiy of the people themselves. Uii 
der the circumstances, however, the Pre- 
sident transmits the proceedings to Con 
gress and recommends their earliest ac- 
tion on them.

SHOCKING DISCLOSURES. 

Our Court has been engaged yester- 
day and today in the trial of the 
Whites. — The District Attorney hai 
concluded the testimony on the part of 
the United State* this afternoon, A 
nu.-nber of ifitnesiea have been exaim 
insH, several of whom have been friends 
and companions of Dr. White for these 
20 years, and are in his confidence, be. 
cau.sa they have been participators in 
offsnees and criininal donversatiuiis 
which seem to have been perpetrated by 
White and his friends. Hicks and Drof- 
fer, the two witnss.>es examined y ester 
day, proved, so far as the evidence of 
rogues ond vagabonds is admitted as 
proof that Dr. White was a confederate 
with them in a variety of acts contrary 
not only to the statutes legal, hut to the 
codes moral. 

These witnesses swear to csrtiin con- 
fessions which White ii said to have 
made to them. In the first instaace, 
before the act was committed, White 
told ilieka that he had been ufl'ered mon- 
ey to destroy the Treasury, in order to 
burn papers and documents there, whieli, 
if produced, would shew (here had been 
gross frauds cuiiimilud, and that, being 
a good deal of a chemist, he could very 
easily, and in many ways produce cum> 
bustiun. 

He further declared (alluding to this 
attempt) that he hud a number of agents 
at his command, some of whom Would be 
ready to commit murder at Ins direction, 
and for a very small rompensation. 1 
think he said fifteen dollm's was the )>rice 
af a man’s life. I; i* sworn that he laid 
out his plan, which was to go to Wash- 
ington, to lake II hojse iiiid wife; and to 
live like a genliemuii as he alleged that 
iniiny | -rsons were in the practice o go- 
ing on to Washington, aud setting up for 
genlleiiinn iind^ being introduced into 
genteel socie y witli.uit any questions 
being asked. The wime-ss (Hi.ks) 
sw eera Is another conversation after the 
burning had buen perpetrated, in which 
While adiiiilled that he had accumpksh- 
*d ihe act, hut he had made nothing be- 
yond his cx[iciises by i' ; that he had eo- 
lered by the means ol false keys ; and set 
fire to the papers. Other witnesses, al- 
though they do not, so fur as I have 
heard , confir mthat positive te.stiinony as 
to the admission of the fact, tesify to 
circum.slanees which shew that White is 
a very desperate character, aud leagued 
with a dangerous set of men, and that 
lothing hut the lack of suflicieut induce- 
ment of a pecuniary niiiure would be a 
security against their committing the 
most audacious crimes.

Hicks as a witness, bv producii.g tesli- 
in my to shew that he did nit believe in 
the existence of ii God or in a slate of 
future rewards and punishments, and the 
'esiiniunv went to show, that such were 
his sentiments at tho time to which it 
referred, but us be expressly stated th.it 
he had changed his opinions, Ihat he did 
n<iw believe in a Go,l,&-c. and that he 
sent his children to a Sunday school, ho 
was admitted to give testimony. 



DISTRESSING ACCIDENT. 

Loss OF Tint Steam Packet Dolphin 
.AND Loss of Lives. — We deeply regret 
to learn by Captain Brooks , of the steam- 
boat Santee, arrival this morning from 
Volusia, that on Saturday last, the 19tli 
inst., about four o’clock in Ihe afternoon, 
the steam packet Dolphin, Captain Ru- 
dolph, off St. John's bar, stopped to lake 
a pilot on board, and in the act of star- 
ting tho engine, the boils.' burst and un- 
fortunately killed tiliei-n persons. — I he 
steamboat Santee being within Ihiee 
miles, iinmediutcly proceeded to the 
wreck and saved the following persons: 

Colonel Brown, lady and two chil- 
dren ^ Airs. Gibson ands.in; Dr. Martin, 
United States’ Army; Air. Waldron and 
Col. Dill,- slighly wounded, and one per- 
son whose name we could not ascertain. 
Captain Rudolph, the stewardess, (a co- 
loured woman) and four hands, one of 
whom is badly scalded. 

The following are the names of the 
killed; Colonel Brooks, Lieut. Col. Al- 
exander Mackey, United States Army; 
Miss brown, daughter of Col. Brown; 
Barney Duce,mate; Beauty and Eldree, 
engineers; Kemroy, pilot; two deck 
hands, three stewards and three blacks. 

It is worthy of remark that Dr. Alar- 
tin of the Army, after the explosion 
toek place, gave up his place in the scow 
to a lady, and clung to a log until the 
stemboat Santee came up. 

'I’he above are the particulars we have 
been eble to ascertain. 

No news from the Army since they de- 
parted from V’olusia for the Wahoo 
swamp.
